As with people in geneial, 
character is a requisite of the deaf; 
they must possess it in order to 
properly perform their duty aa useful 
of the community. From the 
outset to the close of their school 
courses every effort is made to teach 
them to think clearly, to express their 
thoughts in correct language, to instill 
a love of justice, honor and truth, 
and to train the hand in order that 
they may be prepared to earn a com- 
fort able livelihood. It is a rare thing 
to meet a confirmed deaf loafer or to 
see one in the police court or prison. 
Socalled deaf beggars are usually 
hearing fakirs. The value of the 
education the deaf receive should be 
seen in their daily lives, and is shown 
in the fact that, as a general rule, 
they become industrious, BClf-SUppoCt* 
ing, law-abiding. Possessing these 
qualities there is no excuse nor 
necessity for them to be dependents 
upon others or upon the community at 
large.
